Mr. Dulles, it seems to us, is showing himself 
an unusually effective spokesman for the “moral 


reserves” in the arsenal of the West. Nowhere 


has ‘he done this better than in his statement of 
his attitude on war. 

“War,” he declares, “is an evil method— 
| War's 
train of immorality, hypocrisy, deceit and sav- 
agery destroys the noble ends you seek.” The 
most fundamental difference between Russia 
and the West, he adds, is that Russia completely 
approves of war as an instrument of policy. 

Both Gov. Dewey and the man who is ex- 
pected to be his Secretary of State look upon 
war as an instrument to be grasped only after 
all other means toward a settlement have failed. 


They realize it is just as important to avoid 


the illusion and the pitfall of a “preventive war” 
as it is to avoid appeasement. If we dropped 
atom bombs on Russia and won the war, we 
would have to police and feed an additional 200,- 
000,000 hungry, frustrated and sullen people. 
We have enough of that kind of burden now. 

The bitter lesson of two world wars is this: 
that democracy tends to thrive in a decent 
world at peace, while Communism and “its ugly 
foster sister, Fascism,” thrive in a world that 
has been wracked by war. Russia has tactical 
reasons for liking war better than the demo- 
cratic powers like it. 


Peace in a balance-of-power world is difficult, 


especially if the balance on one side is the 
homeland of a_ political. religion that seeks to 
win the world. 

Yet there are important factors for peace. 
One of the strongest is the exhaustion from the 
last war and the need of the whole world to re- 
build its strength. Nations usualjy require a 
respite between wars to forget the horrors they 
have survived—to raise up a new generation 
which does not know, first-hand, how terrible 
war is. 

The people of the world do not want war, 
neither the Russians, nor the Western Euro- 
peans, nor the Americans. The great test of 
Western diplomacy will be whether it can con- 
fer, negotiate, reason and dppeal to world 
opinior in such a way as to “contain” Russia by. 
diplomatic rather than by military means. 

It is reassuring that the man whom Mr. Dewey 
would make Secretary of State believes this is 
the great challenge and is equipped to meet it. 
James B. Reston of the New York Times says of 
Mr. Dulles: “He will bring to the top of the 
(State) Department, if he is appointed and con- 
firmed, an experience and feel of foreign affairs 
that have not been present there since the days 
of Stimson and Root.” ; 

It is reassuring, also, that regardless of his 
faith in Mr. Dulles’ ability to advise him, Gov. 

has said that he expects, if elected Presi- 
lent, to fulfill his constitutional duty of admin- 
istering foreign policy himself.. Too much of 
this power has been delegated by President Tru- 
man to others. :

‘Such opposition as there is to the proposed 
$16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue is being 
kept alive, in the main, with only one argument: 
that those now living in the “east of Grand” 
area will be dispossessed, thrown out into the 
streets with no place for them elsewhere. 

This is scare talk, pure and simple. It does 
not ‘have the dignity of a reasoned objection. 
Yet it is continued in spite of every effort to 
allay it. Richmond Coburn, chairman of the 
committee supporting the proposal, has charged 
that the attack is Communist-inspired. Certainly 
it smacks of Communist tactics. It is like the 
beating of tom-toms, something calculated to 


work up emotions, to drive reason out the door. 


The citizens of the area, we believe, will be too 
wise to allow themselves to be victimized by it. 
The city administration already has assured 
them, by a resolution of the Board.of Aldermen, 
that not one family will be thus dispossessed. 
The Anti-Slum Commission has given an even 
more convincing earnest of its good intentions. 

James L. Ford Jr., as its chairman, particular- 
ly labored for many months trying to persuade 
the Missouri Legislature to pass an enabling 
law which would clear the way for participation 
by ‘St. Louis in federal low-rental housing proj- 
ects. Turned back by tountry law-makers, the 
city took the question to the courts. There it has 
won the all-important first round. The cam- 
paign is not yet at an end, but the effort stands 
as a high promise to see the fight through. 

The fundamental aim of the bond issue is a 
more liveable St. Louis. This has won for it 
the support of civic organizations, labor unions, 
women’s clubs, and the press. All of these want 
to see more and better housing, not homeless- 
ness. It is impossible to believe that they 
would even for a moment countenance the be- 
trayal chanted by the tom-tom beaters. 

The good will of the most civic-minded St. 
Louisans ‘is behind the slum clearance bond 
issue. It is also behind those now living in the 
area. Progress made only at their expense could 
not be tolerated except at the cost of an incon- 
eeivable breach of faith. 

Does anybody really believe that the pledged 
word will be thus broken?

ECONOMIST SAYS ERP 


~ISMISONG OBIECTIVE 


Reports Most of Fund Goes 
for Relief. Not Productive 


Equipment. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19 (UP)—An 
economist said today that western 
Europe is caught in a “vicious 
circle,” and that the Marshall plan 
“is nearing the critical stage.” 


Dr. Melchior Palyi told the Insti- 
tute of Internal Auditors that the 
purpose of the Marshall plan “was 
to provide Europe with capital 
goods and means of production 
and transportation.” 

“But instead of providing capi- 
tal goods, the $4,800,000,000 which 
Europe is to receive during the 
first 15 months of the Marshall 
plan goes mostly for relief,” Palyi 
said. 

“Two-thirds of the amount is 
supplied in farm products. Most 
of the rest consists of petroleum 
products and other raw matcrials. 
What the 17 recipient nations will 
get in actual machinery is a neg- 
ligible quantity. 

“Western Europe is caught in a 
vicious circle. Labor productivity 
is low because of insufficient ma- 
chinery. The Marshall plan does 
not add much to increase produc- 
tivity, but it does enhance psycho- 
logical inhibitions. The little capi- 
tal we .provide is virtually offset 
by capital flight from Europe.” 

Palyi. said France was “the 
classical case.” 

“France was supposed to get 15 
per cent of the Marshall plan 
funds,” he said. “Now that she 
receives 25 per cent, she is worse 
off than before. The more we try 


+to help, the greater the deficit in 


the European balance of payments, 
and the less genuine attempt is 
made by the Europeans to restore 
them—except at each other’s cost, 
such as British exports being pro- 
moted by keeping Germany from 
exporting.”

In further work, the doctors 
hope to find out exactly what 
nerves are affected, what nerve 
pathways are involved when death 
from a blood clot occurs. In addi- 
tion, they hope to discover the 
reasons for changes in blood cir- 
culation in the lungs which re- 
sult from heart failures. 

Dr. Byrne M. Daly of Wayne 
University Medical School, Detroit. 
described experiments in which he 
intentionally produced blood clots, 
with a substance called thrombin, 
in order to stop bleeding in the 
stomach and __ intestines. 
method. has been used successfully 
/several times, he said, with per- 
sons suffering from bleeding 
ulcers. 

A surgical method of preventing 
' death from some blood clots in the 
| heart was reported by Dr. John L. 
Madden of the Long Island College 
of Medicine. He described results 
of remova] of the left‘ auricular 
appendage, a small cone-shaped 
bump whose hollow interior serves 
as an.antechamber for blood going 
through the heart. 

In most cases of clotting result- 
ing from rheumatic fever, the clot 
forms in that bump. Dr. Madden 
pointed out that cutting off the 
appendage removes the breeding 
ground for the clots, The opening 
made by cutting can be sewed to- 
gether easily.

DENVER, Oct. 18 (AP) — Big 
game hunting has cost the lives 
of at least 45 hunters in Oregon, 
Colorado, Utah and Idaho. In 
Montana a hunter was reported 
missing. Blood hounds were called 
into the search for Harold Sears 
of Missoula, 60 miles south of 
Hamilton, Mont. Twelve men 
have died in Colorado, four in a 
special] pre-season hunt earlier 
this month, and eight since the 
regular season opened Friday. 

Eight 


were shot to death acci- 
dentally and four died of heart 
attacks caused by exertion in high 
altitudes. 

Utah counted three hunters 
fatally wounded by stray bullets 
and another man was killed when 
his’ motorcycle collided with a 
deer. Eight died in Idaho. 

In Oregon the deer hunting sea- 
son is costing more than a life a 
day. Two weekend violent deaths 
brought the toll of the 18-day-old 
season to 21, In southern Ore- 
gon, a hunter fired at what he 
thought was a deer. Going to re- 
trieve it, he discovered 17-year-old 
Dwight Epperson, Phoenix, Ore., 
shot in the head. In northwest 
Oregon, Joseph Persha, 45, Port- 

d, was crushed to death when 
a stiff wind blew a snag upon his 
camp tent. 

Earlier, six men died of gun- 
fire; two in a car accident, and 11 
elderly hunters succumbed to 
heart attacks and overexertion. 

The Oregon State Game Com- 
mission estimated approximately 
25,000 deer have been killed by an 
estimated 80,000 to 100,000 hunters. 
The Oregon season will end 
Wednesday.

.Undoubtedly, the North-South 
bidding will shock many readers 
who are not acquainted with the. 
“style” of many master players. 
North’s pass over one spade was 
intended as a trap, and when East 
failed to hold the bidding open, 
South sensed the true situation 
and “protected” his partner in the 
cheapest possible way, by bidding 
one no-trump. Actually, this no- 
trump bid was a little lighter than 
is generally advisable, even as a 
protection, and North, although 
fully aware that his partner’s bid 
was the merest courtesy, eould: 
scarcely fail to contract directly 
for game. 


Most of the declarers at three 
no-trump came a cropper, but one 
South solved the problem beauti-' 
fully, as follows: 


West opened the spade four. 
South won with the jack and re- 
turned the heart jack. West duck- 
ing, East won and led back his 
remaining spade. (No shift would 
have been better.) The spade 
queen was taken by the ace, and 
a heart was led to the ten. West 
won, cashed the spade king, and 
then forced out dummy’s last’ 
spade stopper. 


If declarer had discovered badly 
on the two spade leads that he 
could not follow, his chances 
would have faded, but actually he 
let go of two clubs and held on to 
a heart. He then ran four dia- 
mond tricks—and West was fixed!. 
To keep the high heart and his 
club protection, he had to give up. 
his good spade; thereupon he was 
thrown in with the heart ace and 
forced to lead a club from his king 
to the North-Seuth combined 
tenace.
